It this experiment is successful the prin- 
ciple may prove applicable to all classes of

“In entering upon its labors the bureau 
regarded dit of fundamental importance to 
: make a careful study of the socia! evil in this 

wountry and in Europe, feeling that this 
problem, Uke any other great and difficult 
one, can be intelligently approached only by 
means of a thorough and complete knowledge 
‘of all the factors involved, as well as all the 
methods and experiences of other cities and 
countries in dealing with it. Arrangements 
were made, therefore, in the early part of 
last winter to secure the services of George 
J. Kneeland, who had directed the Chicago 
vice commission investigation: 

“Since that time Mr. Kneeland, with a 
“corps of assistants, haé been making a thor- 
ough and comprehensive survey of the cond{- 
tions of vice in New York City. This survey 
has cavered not only houses of prostitution, 
Raineg law hotels, disorderly saloons, cafés 
and restaurants, massage parlors, and other 
places where vicious people congreg te but 
also the personal histories of some 2,000 pros- 
titutes, and a etudy of all the case records 
for one year of à great majority of the hospi- 
tais and dispensazies in New York City. 


Tests to Be Worldwide. 

At the same time the bureau was for- 
tunate in securing the services of Abraham 
Flexner, Whose reports on the medical 
schools of this country and in Europe are 
so well known, to study the social evil and: 
the various methods of dealing with. it in the 
leading cities of Europe. Mr. Flexner spent 
the greater part of a year abroad, making a 
searching and exhaustive inquiry into the 
subject, and is now working on his report, 
which will be ready. for publication this 
winter. 

Based upon all the studies which will 
probably be published by December of this 
year, it is the bope of the bureau that there 
may be devised a practical plan for dealing 
with the sociat evil in New York City—a plan 
which public opinion can be brought to sup-

OPPOSED TO DOGMATISM. 


Says All Young Men of Twenty- 
one Should Reach Conelu- 
sions on Politics. 


How to believe and what to do when you 
do believe was expleined by the Rev. Frank 
Oliver Hall, pastor of the Church of the 
Divine Paternity, New York, who spoke last 
evening before the Sunday Evening club in 
Orchestra hall. His subject was “ Help Thou 
Mine Unbelief."’ 

To exhort and beseech people to believe,” 
he said, “is absurd, and never is indulged 
in except in matters of religion. The pro- 
fessor of mathematics who would exhort his 
pupile to believe that the square of the 
hypotenuse of a right angle triangle is equa! 
to the sum of the squares of its two sides 
would be laughed at. The pupil who said he 
accepted the demonstration because he had 
confidence in the word of the teacher would 
be shallow. Instead of believing being a 
virtue, without a knowledge of the grounds 
on which faith stands it is a wrong thing 
to do. 


Condemns “Born” Religionist. 
“A man who is a Presbrterian because he 


was born so or Methodist because he lives } 


next door to a Methodist church is standing 
on a poor foundation. An honest doubter is 
to be congratulated because he will Investi- 
gate and will find the truth. 

“Columbus doubted the theories of the 
earth's rotundity prevalent in his day and 
discovered America. Copernicus doubted 
the theory of the revolution of the sun around 
the world and gave us modern astronomy. 
The man who believes because he doubts is 
the man who does things. He who only 
doubts does nothing. 

When one says that it makes no differ- 
ence what he believes so long as he is honest 
he refers only to matters of dogme, Phillips 
Brooks was a Trinitarian and Edward ver- 
ett Hale was a Unitarian, but you could not 
see in their characters the difference in their 
dogmas. A man who believes he can sow 
both wheat and tares and get a good crop 
will find out his mistake. The ship captain 
who ignores the compass and charts because 
he says he is honest will find his ship on the 
rocks. So in regard to belief in the Bible. 
It makes a vast difference whether the book 
is allowed to lie on the shelf until it is cov- 
ered with dust or whether one believes tn 
the ten commandments, the golden rule, 
and the sermon on the mount as to the kind 
of a life one will lead. 


Gives Rules. for Believers. 

“It was a dismal day in Rome when the 
people came to believe the great god Pan 
was dead. It will be a sad day for the world 
if the belief in God ever becomes dead. 

A man, in order to believe, must train 
his faculties to discern what is true and 
what is false. 

“He must train himself. to think until he 
comes. to. a con 


_ “Having come to a conclusion, he must 


stand for it. 

“The young man who reaches the age of 
21 and says he doesn't know where he stands 
politicalig is told it is his business to take 
the. arguments and think through until he 
reaches conclusions and then stand for some- 
thing. I may not have a right to say to him, 
“You must think as I do,’ but I do have a 
right to say to him, ‘ Stand for something.’

The New Trier High school boerd will 
hold a special meeting this evening to inves- 
tigate charges made by Mrs. C. Antoszewski, 
wife of a Glencoe missionary, against Miss 
Marian Varion, physical instructor at the 
school. oat 

According to Mrs. Antoszewski, her 16 
year old daughter, Rebecca, was forced to 
submit to a physical examination at the 
school before other girls and against the 


wishes of her parents, who consider the ex- 


amination immoral and insanitary. The child 
returned home crying and indignant. 


President of Board Explains. 
“ We shall investigate the whole affair,” 
said Louis K. Gilson, president of the board, 


„and if we find the girl was forced to take 


the examination. when her parents wished 
suspension rether than that, we shall not 
be at all pleased. There is no authority for 
compuision. I dont want to discuss the 
merits of the case further without knowing 
all that happened. 

* We are not receding from our position 
that the examination must de held if the 
pupil is to take the course in physical educa- 
tion. There are two objects. We must be 
sure the child is physically able to stand the 
course. We also must protect other children 
using the same swimming pool by making 
sure she is perfectly healthy.“ 


Mother Tells Story. 

According to the mother’s story, the par- 
ents’ prejudice against examination at the 
school had induced them to have her exam- 
ined by the family physician, Dr. Fred P. 
Patten, who had found her physically sound 
except for a weak heart. The school author- 
ities assert the examination wes not ade- 
quate. 

“We sent her back to the school,” Said 
Mrs ‘Antoszewski, and she gave the cer- 
tificate to Miss Varion: The instructor 
threw it on the floor, took the girl by the 
arm and forced her into a room where ten 
other girls were being examined. Rebecca 
became hysterical, and begged to ba allowed 
to talk with me, or her father, or Dr. Patten, 
on the telephone. This she was not allowed 
to do 


“She was forced to undress and dom other 


garmenta which had been worn by other 
girls. It was highly insanitary. She came 
hom- in tears and I took it up with the in- 
structor, but with no success.” 

It is expected the mother will be joined in 
het complaints by other parents in Winnetka, 
Wilmette, and the other north shore towns 
for which New Trier serves as a high school. 


GEORGE FARNSWORTH, PIONEER, 
DIES OF PARALYTIC STROKE. 


Founder of Oconto Company First 
Came to Old Fort Dearborn in 1838 
from Fairfield, vt. f 

George Farnsworth, Chicago pioneer and 
founder of the Oconto company, died yes- 
terday at his residence, 1421 Astor street, 
aged 86. Paralysis was the cause. 

Mr. Farnsworth was born in Fairfield, Vt. 
May 22, 1825. He came to Fort Dearborn in 
1888, after landing in Wisconsin. Afterward 
he settled in what is now Racine and later 
in Ludington, Mich. In 1886 he founded the 
lumber concern which was later to become 
the Oconto company. He continued as pres- 
ident while the company was growing, but 
surrendered it to his son, George J. Farns- 
worth, about twenty-five years ago, and has 
since remained in private life. He returned 
to Chicago in 1861. 

He was a warm personal friend of Fer- 
nando Jones. 

Mrs. Farnsworth, to whom he was married 
forty-two years ago, survives him, as do 
four children, Mrs. O. A. Ellis, Oconto; Mrs. 
rs. William A. 
Hay, Montreal; and George J. Farnsworth, 
Chicago. There are eight grandchildren and 
four great-grandchildren. The funeral serv- 
ice, on Tuesday at 4 p. m. at the residence, 
will be private. Interment will be at Oconto.
